Roses 
in pots are packed in baskets with mats around them, which are also 
charged at cost price ; if these empties are returned at once with 
sender’s name on the label, two thirds of the charge will be allowed 
or remitted.

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HINTS ON TREATMENT OF ROSES. 


ARRIVAL OF PACKAGE.—Carefully unpack in some sheltered place, and sprinkle the roots 
and tops of the plants with water. Should the weather be wet, and the soil unfit to receive them, 
open a trench, lay the roots of the plants in, and cover them with earth until the weather is 
fine, and the soil sufficiently dry to tread upon. If the operation of planting is being performed during a 
drying wind, or a sunny day, dip the roots two or three times into a pail of thick puddle, composed 
of loam (or any adhesive soil) and water. The ground having been prepared to receive them, follow the 
instructions for planting. 

DELAY IN TRANSMISSION.— It seldom occurs that packages are delayed in transit for any length of 
time, but occasionally a package becomes overdue, and when it is delayed lor more than a week it is 
necessary to carefully examine the plants on arrival, to ascertain if they have suffered. If any appear 
shrivelled, bury them completely in a trench six inches deep, and allow them to remain three days under¬ 
ground ; then take them up and plant them in iheir permanent quarters. We exercise the greatest 
care in packing rose trees, and our method is so perfect that plants will suffer no 
injury if delayed on the journey 14 to 21 days. For foreign countries extra care 
is exercised. 

SITUATION.—The most perfect situation for roses, and particularly exhibition loses, is a bed to them¬ 
selves sheltered if possible from the south-west, and shaded from bright sunshine alter 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. There is no garden in which roses may not be grown successfully, 
provided suitable varieties are selected. 

SOIL.—A rich loam which feels greasy when pressed between the finger- is the best ; where 
this is not to be obtained, the soil may be improved ; if light, by the addition ol loam (not clayl well 
worked in ; where heavy, good drainage and the addition of coal ashes in small quantities, but in heavy 
soils drainage is most important. 

PLANTING.—This should be done during the later part of October or Novemhei, for preference, but 
may safely be continued during open weather until the Spring. 

Where it is intended to make a rose bed, the soil must be dug ]8 inches deep, mixing with it plenty of 
good cow, pig, or horse manure. 

Do not put the manure on the bare roots, but shake some fine mould over them. Tread firmly, and 
lay some manure or litter on the surface round the plant, as a protection from frost. Great care must be 
taken not to plant the roots too deeply, the roots of standards should be about 5 inches below the surface. 

Dwarf roses should be planted with the union of the bud with stock one inch below surface line ; 
spread the roots over as large an area as possible. 

DISTANCE.— Standards may be planted 2\ ft. apart, and require to be securely staked. Dwarfs 
should be planted ij to 2 ft. apart. 

MANURING.—Roses are gross feeders and require a quantity of manure. That from a bullock yard is 
the best, but when this is not procurable, either pig or stable manure are good substitutes. It is best to 
apply a surface dressing in the autumn for protection against frost. It is a dangerous practice to 
apply liquid or solid artificial manure to newly planted rose trees, nothing but 
water should be applied when needed, during the first summer after planting. 

WATERING. — Should the spring and summer prove dry, syringing overhead and watering is 
necessary, and all fresh-planted roses will require to be well saturated once a week, and syringed overhead 
daily, with water which has been exposed to the action of the air. If larger (lowers are required, water 
established plants with diluted liquid manure. Plants on walls must be watered twice weekly. 

MILDEW is sometimes very troublesome to the grower of roses during rapid variations of temperature 
from heat to cold, and also during long periods of dry weather. To prevent and cure this troublesome pest, 
we sell a mixiure in 1 lb. packets, post free, 2s. ioz. to the gallon, dissolve in a pint of warm rain waler ; 
then add the required quantity of rain water, and syringe or spray the foliage on the plants affected. Users 
are specially reminded to see the quantity is carefully weighed, also water used as per quantities stated. 

INSECTS are troublesome to the rose grower. In spring, as soon as the plants begin to grow, 
the young leaves curl and stick together, they must be unfolded, and inside will be found a small maggot, 
which must be destroyed. After this the green fly will appear, and for the destruction of this pest we 
sell a concentrated mixture which is certain death to aphis, and does not injure the foliage. Price 5s. per 
a gallon. Quantity J pint of concentrated mixture ; put into 3 pints of rain water, well mix by rapid 
stirring, and then add 5 to 6 gallons of rain water. This mixture being perfectly harmless to young 
tender foliage, the rose shoots may be dipped in or syringed with it. 

STOCKS FOR ROSES.- For Standards and Half-Standards we use the Dog Briar ; for Dwarf H P 'S 
the Briar Cutiing, Seedling Briar, and the Manetti Stocks ; for Dwarf Teas and Noisettes the Briar Cutting 
and Seedling Briar Stocks ; when the selection is left to us, we send Roses Budded on the Stock on which 
we have found from long experience and careful observation each variety succeeds best.

HINTS ON PRUNING. 


The middle of March, or later, as may be necessary according to the lateness or earliness of vegetation, 
is the time to prune roses. It must not be forgotten there are two objects in view—one to produce large 
perfect flowers with which to win prizes at exhibitions, and the other to produce quantities of good flowers, 
either for the embellishment of the garden, or for the decoration of the house. It is quite impossible to lay 
down any hard and fast rule for pruning, because the method must necessarily vary according to the variety. 
For instance Ulrich Brunner and Victor Hugo cannot be treated alike in the method of pruning ; the former, 
being much the stronger growing, should not be pruned so hard as the latter, the shoots of which should 
be reduced to within three or four “eyes” of the base when required for exhibition purposes. 

As a general rule, it is advisable to reduce the length of the shoots by half, of all the strong growing 
H P., H.T., and other roses arriving from our gardens, with rods from 2 to 4ft. long in Autumn, before 
planting them, and in the following March finally prune them back to within 6 or 8 eyes of the base, not 
closer. Climbers should only be reduced by one-third of their entire length. Two or three years after 
planting the plants become rather dense and overcrowded, and then it is necessary to cut away all dead, 
weak or unripe (pithy) wood, clearing the centre of the plant first, leaving only the strongest and ripe shoots, 
not too many of them, and finally cutting these down to an “eye” pointing from the centre and to 
within 4 or 8 inches of the previous year's growth, removing some shoots from the centre of the plant to 
admit of strong young growth from the base during the coming summer, which in turn will be 
pruned the following spring, thus the vitality and symmetry of the plants are preserved. About the 
middle of May, or later, young growth will appear probably from every “eye,” and as many of these shoots 
may be deficient in flower buds, it is necessary to look over the plants carefully and remove any defective 
young growth, to make room for the more perfect, which will carry several flower buds, the majority of 
which should be pinched out, leaving only the terminal bud and, perhaps, one lateral bud on each shoot. 

To those who grow roses for the decoration of their gardens, the treatment of the plants when they 
j arrive from the nursery is precisely the same, but as a greater number of flowers are expected, and size and 
extra superb quality are not demanded, it goes without saying that to produce a greater number of blooms 
from the same number of plants, there must be a larger area from which to cut the larger number of blooms ; 
and to produce this, It follows that the shoots of the plants at pruning time must be left longer, with more 
“eyes,” from which more shoots may be thrown up, to produce more flowers. An apt scholar will learn 
more from his observant eye in one season, than books can teach him in years. The above remarks apply 
principally to the Hybrid Perpetual and Hybrid Tea classes. 

TEA ROSES.—The larger and finest varieties of these are grown principally for exhibition blooms ; 
few would grow such varieties as Comtesse de Nadaillac, Souvr. d’Elise, Ethel Brownlow, Cleopatra, La 
Boule d’Or, Princess of Wales, Princess Beatrice, etc., for the decoration of their garden without courting 
failure, and therefore to the non-exhibitor we say, beware of the Tea Roses described as moderate growers, 
and select from those described as vigorous, of which there are now many, such as Maman Cochet, Marie 
Van Houtte, Mine. Lambard, Lady Roberts, Mrs. Foley Hobbs and others. 

The exhibitor will do well to prune his Tea Roses late in March, or any time before lire second 
week in April, and he must prune very hard to produce the large perfect blooms required to win prizes, 
leaving two to four “eyes” on each shoot on the moderate growers such as those first-named, and from 
four to eight “eyes” on the stronger growing sorts referred to above. In all cases prune with judgment, 
and endeavour to benefit by experience. Usually at pruning time in April, the Teas have started into 
growth, and some varieties, being more excitable than others, have pushed out young shoots, six to eight 
inches long, leaving very few dormant buds ; this causes the beginner some anxiety, because he thinks if 
he leaves these young shoots on the plant the flowers will be useless; either they will be too early, or 
they will be imperfect. Our advice is to leave some of those young shoots untouched, to promote and 
encourage root action. 

We advise those who grow Roses, either as standards or half-standards, or as bushes 
in beds, for the decoration of their garden and not for exhibiting, to prune sparingly, 
merely cutting away any dead or unripe (pithy) wood, and slightly reduce in length the 
stronger and longer shoots, always of course thinning out the centre of the plants, so as to 
admit light and air.

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THE HISTORY OF THE ROSE. 

It may interest some of our customers to know the earliest record of cultivated Roses dates 
back to the days of ancient Greece and Rome. 

The rose came from Central or Western Central Asia, and there is abundant evidence that the 
Greeks used the Queen of Flowers for personal embellishment at their public festivities, and 
religious ceremonies, not only dedicating it to their gods and goddesses, but investing it with many 
supposed medicinal virtues. 

During the time of the Roman Empire the rose occupied a high position amongst flowers, and 
many districts became famous for their rose gardens. There were, however, at that time only 
Red and White Roses. From the fourth to the sixteenth century scarcely anything was known 
of the rose as a cultivated plant, and at the beginning of the sixteenth century "(about 1629) there were 
but 24 varieties known in England, in 1730 there were 43 varieties, and in 1770, seventy-nine named 
varieties of roses. Thus it will be seen what enormous strides have been made by the hybridist, 
when there are in the year 1914 about 4,500 named varieties of roses. 

The Moss Rose was introduced from Holland in 1596, the Austrian Briar came about the 
same time from Austria, and the China rose in 1789. From the Celestial Empire came the first Tea 
Rose in 1810.

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TEA AND NOISETTE SECTION. 

These may well be called the ‘‘fair sex” roses, because the flowers are so dellcately-beautlful 
and refined as to be unrivalled. They are ever-blooming from May to November. A slight protection 
In the form of brake or bracken, tucked into the heads of the plants, should be given in very severe 
weather; dwarf plants may be earthed up like celery. 

A high position and good porous soil suit them best, and undoubtedly the finest flowers are 
produced on HALF-STANDARDS, whether in the open ground or in pots. They like liberal treatment 
in manuring, and when planted in masses nothing can be more beautiful. 

If large blooms are required for exhibition, teas must be closely pruned, leaving only about 
three eyes on each shoot, but if grown for garden ornamentation very little pruning is 
required, cutting away only the weakest wood. For this class we advise good decomposed 
stable manure. 

The varieties in this section specially recommended for exhibition are marked thus *, and with 
but two or three exceptions they are all good strong growers.

CLIMBING ROSES. 

Under this heading vve include jOUfoses suitable for walls, arches, pergolas, bowers, etc,, and describe 
as far as possible the position for which each variety is best suited. 

The Ayrshire roses produce such a wealth of bloom during early summer, they are indispensable 
for arches, and bowers, but as they bloom only once in the year, it is advisable to plant with them an 
autumn blooming rose to prolong the beauty of any arch or bower. For example, if Dundee Rambler 
and Gruss an Teflitz are planted together, the first-named will bloom in early June, and the last-named 
will continue to bloom until late autumn. 

Climbing roses planted on lawns beside carriage drives, if treated in the following manner, will 
form pyramids of wonderful beauty, producing masses of blossoms from base to top. A hole 2 feet 
deep and 2 feet square will accommodate one early and one late blooming rose, insert three stakes 
8 feet to 9 feet long in the ground feet from the plant, to form the three corners of a triangle ; the 
upper ends must be brought together and securely tied with string. The long shoots of the Climbing 
Roses must then be bent and trained round the three stakes, and after 2 years’ growth the stakes 
will be entiiely hidden by the foliage and blossoms. Try Hiawatha and Gardenia in this way 
as an experiment. There are many old gardens in which the" bare trunks of old trees may be made 
objects of great beauty, by planting Climbing Roses at the base of the trunk, and training the long 
shoots round them. We shall be pleased to give instructions for planting to any requiring information.
